WHEREAS,  Based  on  evaluation  of  responses  to  an  Altamont  Education  Advisory 
Board  request  for  proposals  in  the  area  of  Waste  Reduction  and  Environmental  Education,  the 
Department  of  the  Environment's  School  Education  Program  was  selected  to  be  the  recipient 
of  $14,000.00  in  funding  to  support  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  in  diverting  50% 
of  its  waste  by  the  end  of  2007  by  providing  classroom  recycling  bins  to  schools  and  stipends 
to  custodians;  and, 

WHEREAS,  While  the  City  achieved  63%  city-wide  waste  diversion  in  2002,  San 
Francisco  Unified  School  District  only  diverted  approximately  30%  of  its  waste;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  December  9,  2003,  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Education  adopted 
landfill  diversion  goals  of  50%  by  2006,  75%  by  2015  and  85%  by  2025;  and, 

WHEREAS,  A  school's  waste  stream  is  generally  comprised  of  41%  paper, 
2%  glass,  4%  metal,  12%  plastic,  and  32%  organic  matter  such  as  food  scraps,  yard 
trimmings,  and  soiled  paper,  which  means  schools  with  comprehensive  recycling  and 
composting  programs  could  potentially  divert  up  to  97%  of  their  waste;  and, 

WHEREAS,  For  seventeen  years,  San  Francisco's  public  and  private  schools  have 
sought  the  assistance  of  the  Department  of  the  Environment  to  teach  environmental  concepts, 
implement  successful  resource  conservation  and  waste  diversion  programs,  and  create 
positive  behavior  changes  towards  the  environment;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  Department  of  the  Environment  operates  one  of  the  most  progressive 
waste  diversion  programs  in  the  country  and  is  ideally  positioned  to  apply  its  recycling  and 
recovery  knowledge  to  schools;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Many  schools  struggle  to  implement  waste  diversion  programs  without 
adequate  classroom  recycling  bins,  compostable  bags,  and  the  on-going  participation  of 
custodians;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Department  of  the  Environment's  School  Education  Program  has 
partnered  with  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  and  Norcal  Waste  Systems  Company 
to  address  the  challenges  faced  by  schools;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Funding  from  this  grant  will  help  provide  compostable  bags  and  stipends 
for  custodians  to  assist  in  implementing  waste  diversion  programs;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  grant  budget  includes  provision  for  indirect  costs  of  $1 ,400;  and, 
WHEREAS,  This  grant  does  not  require  an  ASO  amendment;  now,  therefore,  be  it 
RESOLVED,  That  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  authorizes  the  Director  of 
the  Department  of  the  Environment  to  accept  and  expend  funding  in  the  amount  of 
$14,000.00  from  the  Altamont  Education  Advisory  Board  to  expand  recycling  and  lunchroom 
composting  programs  at  schools  in  San  Francisco.

Resolution  declaring  October  11,  2007  as  Eleanor  Roosevelt  Day  and  commending  her 
for  her  contributions  to  women's  and  human  rights. 

WHEREAS,  Eleanor  Roosevelt  was  born  in  New  York  on  October  11 ,  1884  and 
became  one  of  the  most  admired  figures  of  the  20th  Century,  according  to  people's  polls  year 
after  year;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Eleanor  Roosevelt  was  a  lifelong  prolific  communicator,  writing  a  daily 
newspaper  column  My  Day,  monthly  magazine  articles  with  titles  alone  that  fill  33  pages, 
numerous  books,  broadcasting  a  weekly  radio  program,  and  holding  regular  press 
conferences  in  the  White  House  with  the  women's  press  corps  while  First  Lady;  and, 

WHEREAS,  She  encouraged  responses  from  the  public,  resulting  in  the  receipt  of 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  letters  still  on  file  at  Hyde  Park;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Throughout  her  husband's  presidency  Eleanor  Roosevelt  acted  as  his 
legs,  eyes  and  ears  to  report  back  on  the  pulse,  conditions  and  unmet  needs  of  the  American 
people,  thus  helping  to  design  and  implement  the  programs  of  the  New  Deal;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Eleanor  Roosevelt  was  a  pragmatic  humanitarian,  promoting  democracy 
and  the  public  good,  advocating  and  actively  supporting  individual,  economic,  civil  and 
political  rights,  without  discrimination,  particularly  of  low-income  women  and  people  of  color; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  In  1927  Eleanor  Roosevelt  hosted  a  meeting  of  400  women  to  organize  a 
women's  peace  movement  and  support  the  Kellogg-Briand  Pact  to  outlaw  war  and  persisted 
as  one  of  the  most  prominent  antiwar  women  in  the  United  States;  and,  be  it 

WHEREAS,  Eleanor  Roosevelt  was  an  intrepid  traveler,  whether  as  goodwill 
ambassador  or  reporter,  visiting  with  world  leaders  as  well  as  seeking  out  ordinary  folks  all 
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over  the  world,  including  during  World  War  I  and  World  War  II  to  speak  to  the  troops  and  visit 
the  wounded;  and,

WHEREAS,  In  2002  nearly  one  in  five  parolees  in  America  lived  in  California;  and 

WHEREAS,  California  has  a  rate  42%  higher  than  the  national  average  number  of 
parolees  per  100,000  people;  and 

WHEREAS,  Only  one  in  every  10  parolees  access  services  available  through  a 
corrections  program  and  only  6  percent  in  employment  programs;  and 

WHEREAS,  Half  of  parolees  are  illiterate,  only  10  percent  access  literacy  services,  and 
many  have  long  histories  of  criminal  or  gang  involvement  and  little  marketable  skills;  and 

WHEREAS,  Nearly  2/3  of  California  adult  parolees  return  to  prison  within  three  years;

WHEREAS,  Most  parolees  have  been  released  to  parole  systems  that  provide  little 
services,  which  ensures  that  the  recidivism  rates  remain  high  and  public  support  for  parolee 
and  inmate  services  remains  low;  and

appropriations  limit  is  to  be  determined,  the  product  multiplied  by  the  change  in 
population  of  the  local  jurisdiction  for  the  calendar  year  preceding  the  beginning  of  the 
fiscal  year  for  which  the  appropriations  limit  is  to  be  determined,  and  adjusted  for  other 
changes  required  or  permitted  by  Article  XIII  B  of  the  California  Constitution.";  and

WHEREAS,  The  California  Office  of  Administrative  Law1  formally  approved  a  set  of 
medical  treatment  guidelines  (§  9792.20.  Medical  Treatment  Utilization  Schedule)  for

WHEREAS,  In  order  to  qualify  for  financial  incentives  for  each  of  the  pending  Solar 
Projects  (with  the  exception  of  Chinatown  Library,  which  is  below  the  limit  to  qualify),  the 
SFPUC  must  execute  the  GFIA  for  each  of  the  projects  by  certain  deadlines  to  provide  PG&E 
with  Proof  of  Authorization  to  interconnect  the  solar  systems;  such  dates  being  Maxine  Hall 
(1 1/6/2007);  City  Distribution  Division  (1 1/8/2007);  North  Point  (12/13/2007);  and  San 
Francisco  International  Airport  (12/29/2007);  and 

WHEREAS,  Because  of  time  considerations  related  to  obtaining  a  sizeable  financial 
incentive,  the  SFPUC  entered  into  a  GFIA  with  PG&E  for  a  solar  project  at  Pier  96  with  a  term 
of  9  year  1 1  months;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  SFPUC  desires  to  amend  the  GFIA  for  Pier  96  to  extend  the  term  to 
an  indefinite  term,  subject  to  termination  by  the  City  for  any  reason,  upon  sixty  days  notice,

WHEREAS,  The  City  Risk  Manager  has  approved  the  Limitation  of  Liability  language

WHEREAS,  The  SFPUC  may  also  be  required  by  PG&E  to  enter  into  an  Export 
Addendum  (Uncompensated)  to  the  GFIA  to  address  the  distribution  of  any  unused  energy 
produced  by  those  projects  (the  Export  Addendums),  which  addendums  modify  the  GFIA  and 
will  remain  in  effect  for  the  same  term  as  the  GFIA;  and

071373       ;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  July  24,  2007,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  Ordinance  No.  180- 
07  (Board  File  No.  070849)  (the  "HOPE  SF  Ordinance")  establishing  the  HOPE  SF  Fund, 
directing  the  appropriation  of  $5  million  to  the  HOPE  SF  Fund  for  FY  2007-2008,  setting  City

WHEREAS.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  makes 

the  following  general  findings: 

Section  1 .  Findings. 

(a)  Gonoral  Findings. 

(1)  The  Brewster/Joy  Neighborhood,  defined  as  the  property  consisting  of  Blocks 
5556,  5557  ,  5574,  5575,  and  5577,  has  a  history  of  significant  problems  pertaining  to 
outdated  and  unimproved  infrastructure,  fire  protection  services,  soil  erosion,  emergency 
vehicle  access,  parking,  loss  of  open  space,  and  degradation  of  neighborhood  character. 

(2)  In  a  1993  memorandum  the  Planning  Department  recognized  that  the  Brewster/Joy 
Neighborhood  needed  "significant  street  and  infrastructure  improvements  in  order  to  make  the 
existing,  developed  areas  accessible  to  fire  engines  and  other  emergency  vehicles"  and 
recognized  neighborhood  problems  with  "poor  water  pressure"  and  an  "inadequate  sewer 
system."  Subsequent  remedial  efforts  by  the  City  have  not  addressed  the  significant  health, 
safety,  and  quality  of  life  issues  facing  the  Brewster/Joy  Neighborhood  as  evidenced  by 
ongoing  complaints  and  concerns  by  neighborhood  residents. 
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(3)  In  a  memorandum  dated  February  19,  2002,  the  San  Francisco  Department  of 
Public  Works  recognized  the  continued  existence  of  public  health  and  safety  issues  in  the 
Brewster/Joy  Neighborhood  and  identified  infrastructure  and  other  improvements  to  be  made 
by  the  City  in  order  to  address  concerns  raised  by  neighborhood  residents.  Many  of  these 
issues  remain  unaddressed  or  unresolved. 

(4)  The  Brewster/Joy  Neighborhood  continues  to  have  sewer  flooding  and  backflow 
problems.  Winter  storms  regularly  flood  the  area  of  Brewster  and  Holladay  streets.  In  2005, 
there  was  a  category  3  sewage  backflow  at  18  Joy  Street  for  which  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  ("City")  accepted  responsibility.  On  December  7,  2005,  staff  from  the  San 
Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  recommended  to  a  neighborhood  resident  the  lining  of 
the  entire  Joy  Street  main  by  summer  of  2006  to  avoid  future  problems.  Permanent 
improvements  have  not  been  made. 

(5)  Neighborhood  residents  have  complained  to  the  City  about  the  "obnoxious  odor" 
emanating  from  the  sewers  on  Holladay  Avenue. 

(6)  The  Brewster/Joy  Neighborhood  Committee  has  observed  significant  soil  and  hill 
slippage  during  heavy  rains  due  to  lack  of  retaining  walls  on  City  property  located  on  either 
side  of  the  Joy  Street  stairs  for  lots  5575  (007-01 1 ).  Development  of  the  Joy  Street  hill 
threatens  eight  mature  trees  that  provide  erosion  control  as  well  as  wildlife  habitat. 

(7)  A  fire  on  Joy  Street  on  July  4,  2000,  raised  significant  concerns  regarding  City  fire 
protection  capability  in  the  Brewster/Joy  Neighborhood.  Emergency  vehicle  access  was 
limited  due  to  congestion  and  narrowness  of  Holladay  and  Brewster  streets.  The  "hook  and 
ladder"  truck  and  smaller  fire  engines  were  unable  to  access  the  area.  Furthermore,  the  San 
Francisco  Fire  Department  had  a  difficult  time  obtaining  sufficient  water  pressure  for  fire 
hoses. 
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(8)  Forty-seven  new  houses  have  been  constructed  in  the  Brewster/Joy  Neighborhood 
since  the  1984.  New  homes  typically  are  much  larger  and  more  expensive  than  historic 
neighborhood  residences  and  threaten  the  character  and  identity  of  the  neighborhood. 

(9)  Neighborhood  residents  report  that  construction  equipment  from  new  development 
projects  sometimes  blocks  access  to  narrow  one-lane  streets  and  further  restricts  emergency 
vehicle  access. 

(10)  Uncontrolled  development  of  the  unimproved  lots  on  Brewster  and  Joy  streets  will 
exacerbate  existing  problems  with  infrastructure,  emergency  vehicle  access,  fire  protection 
services,  soil  erosion,  and  parking. 

(11)  The  public  health,  safety,  and  general  welfare  necessitate  imposition  of  zoning 
controls  that  will  ensure  that  additional  development  in  the  Brewster/Joy  Neighborhood  will  not 
worsen  conditions.  Conditional  use  authorization  will  require  the  Planning  Commission  to 
make  detailed  written  findings  that  infrastructure  issues,  fire  protection  services,  and  other 
concerns  have  been  resolved  prior  to  new  construction  that  could  aggravate  known  health 
and  safety  issues  in  the  area.  Pre-construction  investigation  of  these  issues  will  provide  the 
basis  for  safe  and  well-planned  development  consistent  with  the  character  of  the  Brewster/Joy 
Neighborhoods  and. 

(k)-WHEREAS.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  makes  the  following  findings  related  to 
imposition  of  interim  zoning  controlsir 

(1 )  Planning  Code  Section  306.7  provides  for  the  imposition  of  interim  zoning  controls 
to  accomplish  several  objectives,  including  preservation  of  historic  and  architecturally 
significant  buildings  and  areas;  preservation  of  residential  neighborhoods;  control  of  uses 
which  have  an  adverse  impact  on  open  space  and  other  recreational  areas  and  facilities;  and 
control  of  uses  which  generate  an  adverse  impact  on  pedestrian  and  vehicular  traffic.

Resolution  Urging  the  Governments  of  China,  India,  Thailand,  Korea,  Japan,  and  of  the 
United  States,  as  well  as  the  Chevron  and  Daewoo  Corporations  to  Take  Action  in 
Defense  of  Peaceful  Pro-Democracy  Demonstrators  in  Burma. 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  is  the  birthplace  of  the  United  Nations;  and 
WHEREAS,  It  is  the  responsibility  of  all  to  speak  out  against  oppression;  and, 
WHEREAS,  On  August  5,  2007  the  Burmese  government  without  warning  raised  fuel 

prices  by  as  much  as  500  percent,  thereby  making  it  difficult  for  many  Burmese  people  to 

afford  sufficient  food;  and, 

WHEREAS,  street  protests  against  the  military  dictatorship  of  Burma  and  for 

democracy  began  on  Aug.  19,  2007,  and  when  thousands  of  Buddhist  monks  and  nuns  took 

to  the  streets  beginning  Sept.  18  and  numbers  swelled  to  many  tens  of  thousands;  now, 

therefore,  be  it 

WHEREAS,  Starting  on  Sept.  26,  the  government  of  Burma  has  launched  violent 
repression  of  the  demonstrations,  arresting  hundreds,  killing  an  unknown  number  of  people 
estimated  by  diplomats  to  be  in  the  dozens  or  more,  cremating  the  victims'  bodies  and, 
allegedly,  persons  still  living,  raiding  Buddhist  monasteries,  beating  and  arresting  more  than 
4,000  monks,  imprisoning  monks  in  their  monasteries,  and  placing  an  estimated  20,000 
soldiers  in  the  streets  of  Rangoon;  and 

WHEREAS,  Burma's  closest  trading  partners,  China,  India  and  Thailand  have  been 
slow  to  respond,  China  first  calling  the  developments  an  "internal  matter,"  and  only  after  the 
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nitial  crackdown  urging  "all  parties"  to  exercise  restraint.  Thailand  has  refused  to  take  action, 
claiming  it  "lacks  moral  authority",  and  India  continues  business  as  usual;  and 

WHEREAS,  Daewoo  Corporation  of  Korea  made  a  giant  gas  discovery  in  Myanmar  in 
*arly  2004  and  has  recently  entered  into  a  production  sharing  contract  with  the  Myanmar  Oil 
and  Gas  Enterprise  (MOGE),  a  wholly-owned  subsidiary  of  the  military  government.  The 
Droject  is  expected  to  become  the  regime's  largest  single  source  of  revenue,  providing,  on 
average,  US$580  million  per  year  for  the  regime  for  twenty  years,  or  a  total  of  US$  12  billion; 
and 

WHEREAS,  the  Chevron  corporation  is  one  of  the  largest  foreign  investors  in  Burma 
and  is  the  only  remaining  major  U.S.  corporation  with  a  significant  presence  there,  and  the 
Chevron  subsidiary  Unocal  has  partnered  with  the  Burmese  military  to  provide  security  for  its 
Dipeline  and  such  partnership  has  resulted  in  allegations  of  horrific  human  rights  abuses 
including  torture,  rape,  unlawful  land  seizures  to  remove  villagers  from  areas  slated  for 
development,  and  the  military's  use  of  forced  labor  to  facilitate  the  pipeline  construction. 
According  to  ILO  estimates,  more  than  800,000  Burmese  are  currently  conscripted  in  slave- 
like conditions  with  little  or  no  pay  as  army  porters  or  workers  in  construction  and  agriculture. 
Such  allegations  resulted  in  a  lawsuit  charging  that  the  companies  knew  about  and  benefited 
from  the  Burmese  army's  human  rights  abuses.  The  lawsuits  were  settled  after  the 
companies  agreed  to  make  large  payments,  but  Chevron  &  Unocal  continue  to  operate  in 
Burma;  and 

WHEREAS,  Burma  has  been  ruled  by  a  repressive  military  dictatorship  since  a  coup 
d'etat  ended  democratic  governance  in  1962.  After  holding  free  elections  in  1990,  the 
government  annulled  those  elections  when  it  lost  decisively;  and  the  government  continues  to 
hold  more  than  1 ,000  political  prisoners,  including  Aung  San  Suu  Kyi,  the  leader  of  the  party 
that  won  the  1990  election;  now,  therefore  be  it 
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RESOLVED,  That  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  urges  the  government  of 
Burma  to  immediately  cease  the  use  of  violence  in  suppression  of  nonviolent  protests  by  its

WHEREAS,  the  Central  American  Resource  Center  (CARECEN)  is  an  immigrant 
family  wellness  and  empowerment  agency  committed  to  providing  needed  services  to  affect 
long-term  change;  and, 

WHEREAS,  for  the  last  twenty-one  years,  CARECEN  has  fulfilled  its  mission  to 
enhance  the  quality  of  life  for  Latino  and  immigrant  residents  through  wellness,  family 
empowerment,  and  legal  and  advocacy  programs  that  emphasize  family  support;  and, 

WHEREAS,  CARECEN  will  be  honoring  the  Central  American's  presence  in  San 
Francisco  by  organizing  the  first  annual  "Festival  of  Volcanoes;  Celebrating  Central  America" 
and, 

WHEREAS,  CARECEN's  first  annual  "Festival  of  Volcanoes"  is  a  cultural  celebration 
that  aims  to  educate,  inspire,  unify,  and  create  trans-generational  bonds  within  the  Central

WHEREAS,  Central  Americans  have  a  long  standing  tradition  of  migrating  to  the 
United  States  that  dates  back  more  than  a  century  due  to  economic  and  political  instability  in 
their  countries  of  origin. 
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WHEREAS,  Significant  numbers  of  early  immigrants  arrived  in  the  United  States 
during  the  1930's-1940's  and  resettled  in  San  Francisco,  Los  Angeles,  Houston  and  New 
Orleans  while  escaping  their  failing  economies,  political  persecution  and  the  lack  of  personal 
freedoms 

WHEREAS,  Central  American  immigrants,  as  active  members  of  social  migration 
networks,  helped  to  establish  the  social  and  economic  foundations  in  the  Latin  American 
immigrant  communities  in  San  Francisco. 

WHEREAS,  these  early  Central  American  immigrants  that  settled  in  San  Francisco 
provide  much  benefit  the  future  generations  of  Central  Americans  that  would  later  arrive  in  the 
United  States. 

WHEREAS,  It  is  important  to  note  that  Central  Americans  relied  mostly  on  family 
networks  rather  than  ethnic,  neighborhood,  village,  or  national  migration  networks  during  the 
early  migrations  to  the  United  States.  Furthermore,  many  of  these  immigrants  were  members 
of  the  urban  middle  classes  and  had  relatively  high  levels  of  education.  Many  were 
intellectuals,  teachers,  labor  organizers,  political  dissidents,  or  exiled  military  officers  that 
were  not  in  agreement  with  their  Central  American  governments. 

WHEREAS,  The  influx  of  Central  American  immigrants  to  this  country  increased  at  an 
extremely  rapid  pace  in  the  late  1970's  and  early  1980's.  Presently,  Central  America  ranks  as 
the  second  Latin  American  region  contributing  legal  and  undocumented  migrations  to  the 
United  States. 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  has  historically  been  a  haven  for  Central 
American  immigrants  as  the  local  communities  have  provided  the  social  and  cultural  support 
systems  that  have  helped  their  successful  adaptation  and  incorporation  into  their  local 
communities. 
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WHEREAS,  CARECEN's  "Festival  of  Volcanoes"  will  celebrate  the  customs,  cultures 
and  other  contributions  of  Centroamericanos  in  San  Francisco's  Bay  Area  and  provide  an 
opportunity  for  showcasing  the  region's  people,  environment,  and  history;  and, 

WHEREAS,  CARECEN's  "Festival  of  Volcanoes"  will  be  a  family  and  community  event 
aimed  at  the  diverse  communities  of  indigenous,  afro-Centroamericano,  and  other 
marginalized  groups  but  inclusive  of  cultural  traditions  and  voices  of  unity  among  all  San 
Francisco  residents;  and, 

WHEREAS,  CARECEN's  "Festival  of  Volcanoes"  will  encourage  and  promote 
collaboration  with  a  broad  segment  of  organizations,  businesses,  and  groups  serving  or 
working  with  the  Central  American  community;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  "Festival  of  Volcanoes"  will  highlight  issues  affecting  the  Central 
American  community  in  San  Francisco  including  immigration,  education,  healthcare,  and 
affordable  housing.  The  Festival  is  also  designed  to  promote  social  justice  in  fair  trade 
practices,  companies,  and  products  which  provide  living  wages  to  Centroamericanos;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  "Festival  of  Volcanoes"  is  an  expression  of  a  broad  collaboration  of 
leaders  and  community  organizations,  housed  and  sponsored  under  CARECEN,  and  steered 
by  a  committee  of  individuals  representing  all. Central  American  countries;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  "Festival  of  Volcanoes"  will  be  paying  tribute  to  Carlos  Aceituno,  an 
artistic  pioneer  in  Afro-Brazilian  dance  and  music  culture  best  known  as  the  guiding  light 
behind  San  Francisco's  Fogo  Na  Roupa — one  of  the  best  Brazilian  Contingents  for  the  San 
Francisco  Carnival  parade;

WHEREAS,  Mestre  Carlos  was  originally  from  Quetzaltenango,  Guatemala  and 
immigrated  to  the  Bay  Area  in  the  mid  1980s.  For  20  years,  Mestre  Carlos  Aceituno  has 
shown  commitment  to  his  community  by  teaching  dance,  music  and  folklore  of  the  Afro- 
Brazilian  Diaspora  to  the  entire  community,  particularly  inner  city  youth. 

WHEREAS.  The  "Festival  of  Volcanoes"  will  also  be  paying  tribute  to  Ricardo  Calderon 
one  of  the  founders  of  CARECEN  who  has  served  the  Latino  Immigrant  community  in  San 
Francisco  for  more  than  twenty-one  years  as  immigration  paralegal. 

WHEREAS,  Mr.  Calderon  was  a  political  prisoner  and  a  torture  survivor  in  El  Salvador 
in  1980,  who  came  to  San  Francisco  in  1981  and  was  rescued  with  leadership  of  the  US 
Solidarity  with  El  Salvador  Movement  and  the  faculty  committee  for  human  rights  in  El 
Salvador  of  UC  Berkeley  and  Stanford  University. 

WHEREAS,  Mr.  Calderon  was  general  Secretary  for  the  University  of  El  Salvador,  third 
in  authority  after  the  rector  and  vise  rector.  And  the  University  of  El  Salvador  is  the  most 
important  public  university  in  the  country  teaching  more  than  5,000  students  a  year  at  that 
time; 

WHEREAS,  through  Mr.  Calderon's  leadership  at  CARECEN  hundreds  of  Salvadorans 
and  Guatemalans  have  attained  political  refugee  status;  thousands  of  Mexican  and  other 
Latin  American  immigrants  have  received  immigration  services  and  become  US  citizens;  and 
hundreds  continue  to  renew  their  work  permits  yearly. 

WHEREAS,  The  Central  American  community  celebrates  Mestre's  unique  ability  to 
bring  people  together  in  the  study  of  cultural  traditions  and  folklore  and  also  celebrates  the
